For as long as three years without losing claim to their civilian 
jobs, the Veterans’ Re-Employment Bureau has announced. 

The new Selective Service Act, which became effective June 24, 
provides for an enlistment of not more than three years, said Robert 
K. Salyers, Director of the Bureau. The draft induction period is 
21 months. 

“An inductee, after serving 21 months, may without loss of re- 
employment rights extend his period of active duty for 2 maximum 
of 15 months, provided there is no break in the continuity of his 
service,” Salyers said. 

Re-enlistment after that would cost the veteran his hold on the 
job he filled in civilian life, Salyers said.

Mrs. Carnegie wore a scarlet 
cowboy shirt, striped gray trous- 
ers, ten-gallon hat and cowboy 
boots as the group was escorted 
to the border by a strong police 
guard. She said her home is at 
Darien, Conn., and New York. 

The troop, headed by Sunbrock 
himself, crossed into France near 
the border town of Annemasse. 
Sunbrock, described by the Swiss 
press as “chief of the tribe,” is 
from Winter Garden, Fla. 

Mrs. Carnegie said she joined

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Crisis at University of Georgia 


Chancellor Raymond R. Paty, in join- 
ing a committee of Regents to request an 
additional $1,000,000 for the State Uni- 
versity from Acting Gov. M. E. Thomp- 
son, brings into the open the crisis exist- 
ing at the University—a crisis which can- 
not but deepen as the months go on. 

Veterans are completing their courses. 
Their numbers steadily are decreasing. 
They have brought into the University 
fees totaling about $1,000,000 annually, 
the amount of money now requested. If 
the University is to remain accredited, 
an average of $150 per student must be 
spent on instruction. The fees from vet- 
erans enabled the University to improve 
its instruction facilities. Now they are 
‘leaving. But, the number of students not 
-paying Federal fees is increasing. 

* We are up against an old problem— 
lack of income for education in a State 


which has a high birth rate and in which 
more and more persons properly are de- 
termined their children must be adequate- 
ly equipped to cope with a future in which 
no crystal-ball peering is needed to realize 
that more and more technical education 
will be required.

A Career Man Rewarded, If Only Temporarily 


Capt. J. Q. Davis, Commander of the 
State Patrol, having seen the handwriting 
‘on the wall and resigned to enter private 
business, Lt. W. C. Dominy has been 
“named the Patrol’s acting director. 


Even though we realize that the ap- 
pointment will probably prove merely a 
temporary one, we are gratified. For Lt. 
‘Dominy, according to press reports, has 
‘been with the Patrol since its organiza- 
tion. He has seen a half-dozen command- 
ers come and go with the changing winds 
of politics. Had the patrol remained the 
non-political entity it should be, with pro- 


motions made on individual merit rather 
than on the basis of patronage, Lt. Dom- 
iny or a man of his type would have long 
since been named the permanent director. 

We regret that the spoils system is yet 
tolerated by the people of Georgia. We 
regret that important departments such 
as Public Welfare and Public Safety can- 
not be directed by such competent career 
men as Bill Ireland and Lt. Dominy. 

Georgia pays dearly for the lack of 
job security and the inefficient operation 
which are part and parcel of entrusting 
multi-million-dollar departments to the 
guidance of political hacks. 


Brazen Plans by the Soviets 


One must associate the twenty-seventh 
use of the veto in the United Nations by 
the Soviet Union with the recent an- 
houncement the Soviets plan to remove 
all troops from their zone of Germany, 
Save a garrison in the City itself and an- 
Gther east of the city “to protect com- 
munications between the zone and Rus- 
sia.”

They will withdraw troops, except 
from two cities. 

But, they will establish a police force 
of 400,000 men. This police force un- 
doubtedly will be a good half million, 
since a secret police, not in uniform, of 
at least 100,000 will be an integral part 
of it. 

Therefore, while the Russians are mov- 
ing out one force, they are putting in 
their most effective peacetime force—a 
political police department. Their police 


always have operated as a part of their 
army and of their political procedures. 
Yet they will, with customary gall, pious- 
ly prate of withdrawing troops. 

They count on the American people to 
get “tired” of paying the bill to keep our 
forces there. And we may if we do not 
have in the Administration in Washing- 
ton those who keep their eyes on the in- 
ternational objective—the holding of our 
lines, established with so much blood and 
materiel, until we do the job. 

Veto of a resolution offered by the 
neutral members of the UN on the Berlin 
crisis was certainly an abuse of the veto 
power and a use of it never intended by 
the thinking which created the UN frame- 
work. The illegal blockade does consti- 
tute a threat to peace. The UN vote 
against the Soviets plainly showed the 
moral weight was against the blockading 
power. 

Marxism advocates the use of power 
and force as political weapons. 

Moral values, unless backed by power, 
cannot stand up against the Soviet methe 
ods. 

Therefore, let the American people 
realize that we are in an expensive, ex- 
asperating, dangerous fight, short of war, 
to demonstrate the morality and the 
strength of our way of life.

Good Men for State Jobs Are Scarce 


The deadly siren—Georgia politics—is seeking to lure more good men to her as a new guber- 


natorial administration gets organized with its young leader expressing hopes for a “new day” in | 
ip. With many job-hunters filling his offices with claims for rewards for carrying pre- | 
cincts in the Democratic primary, Gov.-Nominate Herman Talmadge gazes over their heads and | 


sta 


says it is very difficult to find men to fill important State offices. 


He means good men. He says he is trying 
to persuade successful businessmen to leave 
their own businesses and take State jobs at a low 
salary. Talmadge, who favors economy in State 
government, says the salaries paid for important 
posts are too low—and he apparently believes 
it would be wiser economy to pay more and get 
better qualified officials. 


Politics being what they are in Georgia, 
however, few businessmen are willing to 
risk going over to the State Capitol for a 
brief service to their State. For one thing, 
they risk vilification from the opposing 
political faction. But, for another thing, 
observers note that it is nearly impossible 
for a Georgian to take one sip of politics 
and then quit this drug. Good men have 
entered State government in the past to do 
a good job and quit, only to deteriorate from 
statesmen and workers into politicians. 


The halls of the State Capitol are filled with 
such tragedies today. Already sitting in the 
loB@by of the State Capitol as time nears for a 
change in gubernatoria] administration are per- 
sans who at one time during the past quarter- 
century held a State job and are standing by 
hoping to get on the State pay roll once again. 
Many could get jobs elsewhere—probably better 
jobs than they could wrangle out of the State— 
but they can’t get politics out of their blood. 
Some men who were bowed and scraped to when 
they were members of the General Assembly 
with power to raise and lower State appropria- 
tions have dropped into the class of political 
job-hunters. 


There can be no incentive for career men 
and women to enter State government as long 
as the spoils system exists. If Talmadge makes 
all his new appointees bear the deep brand of 
“Talmadge,” they can expect to be replaced 
when an anti-Talmadge administration comes 
inte power again. The Gov.Nominate points out 


that he will have relatively few State jobs to 
offer his supporters in a spoils system, however. 
He has promised to cut 2,500 employees off the 
State pay roll in an economy drive. With that 
task before him, Talmadge’s administration will 
be, as he says, one of firing rather than hiring. 


It is hoped that Talmadge is successful in 
bringing into the State government outstanding 
persons who will make financial sacrifices to 
aid their State. It is hoped, too, that Talmadge 
will put the road-building program on a basis 
of need—operated on a long-range basis by a 
board removed from gubernatorial politics, and 
that his plan for putting the State Patrol on a 
merit system will mean the State police will be 
used only on the highways and be as free as 
possible of politics. 


Of all the people in State government today, 
those who have no worries and go about doing 
their full day’s work from one gubernatorial ad- 
ministration to the next are those people who 
are employed through the State merit system. 
They include employees of the State Labor De- 
partment, Health Department, Welfare Depart- 
ment and Veterans Education Council.

King Farouk 
Is the Most Uneasy 


Two years ago I went to Palestine. 
I flew down from the gaunt, stark ruins of 
German cities and people to Rome, to Athens 
and to Cairo. I stayed a while, trying to analyze and understand 
what had happened in the time that had passed since I had seen 
these places in the year before—the last year of the war. (It is 
difficult to believe the war has been over for three years.) 

Palestine was something new. Here, too, were tanks and guns, 
soldiers and tension. It is an old tension. The smell of centuries 
is in it. It has been there since the days when it was a Roman 
colony and news of a baby’s birth was circulated and the cynics 
asked, “Can anything good come out of Nazareth?” 

But also in Palestine was a new force and a new tension—that 
of the Zionist colonists and industrialists. True, even then the word 
Zionist had come to be split into many factions and meanings. 
They were fighting among themselves. There were the “Extrem- 
ists,” “The Moderates” and the ultra-Conservatives. 

I stayed two days in Jerusalem and then

time on the Jewish farms. I saw, of course, the amazing city of 
Tel Aviv and learned to like it. I liked, even better, Haifa, which 
had grown from the old Arab city far up on the rocky reaches of 
Mount Carmel. I saw and visited many of the little villages, some 
half Arab and half Jewish—some all Jewish or all Arab. 

I went there with doubts. I had believed I might find simply a 
vast WPA, or perhaps a great philanthrophy. I came away a 
partisan, perhaps nearest the “moderate” designation. I have re 
mained one, patiently and firmly believing that the people I saw 
would win. And, also, that they ought to win. I was moderate 


enough to be willing to accept partition, without beiieving it would | 


solve things. It would be the beginning. 

I believed this because the people I saw were wonderful. 
were farm people and they were, I am convinced, the nearest thing 
to our own pioneers in the log cabins and the fortified towns 
that a man might see in our time. I never had the slightest doubt 
but that they would fight and win, unless the whole might of the 


Middle East was thrown against them. 

; ° When the fighting started almost a year ago 
A King s Fear I put down what I believed. It was that a 
Egypt really chose to put her whole army and air force into it: if the 
eagle-eyed old Emperor, Ibn Saud, chose to put all his men in the 
scale, and if the force of Lebanon and of Syria were employed, the 
only first-rate fighting force in the Middle East—the Arab Legion 
of Trans-Jordan could take such a force and win. I did not believe 
they would be able to organize and I predicted the army of Israel 
would win. 

Egypt’s Farouk needs an army at home against “trouble” 
which a king must always fear. And the fighting man of Syria, 
of Lebanon, of Iraq, of Saudi Arabia and of any other. Middle East- 
ern country, is not eager to die. True, to die for Allah is a pleas- 
ant thing, leading to soft carpets and women with soft curves and 
wine and for eternity, but nevertheless, death is death. But greater 
even than this fact was the deterring element of suspicion and 
fear which each Middle Eastern ruler wears as he wears his clothes. 

So the Arab Legion tried—and for the record let it be said it 
fought bravely and effectively—to take the lead and do a good 
job. It had no help. It learned to curse and hate the Egyptians 
and the men from Syria, Lebanon and Saudi Arabia as much as 
those of Israel. 

Now the Jewish Army, with a truce in effect, is in a fine stra- 
tegic position. It has captured Beersheba, a major town on the 
road from Egypt to Jerusalem. It has thus isolated the Egyptian 
re in the north and also the chief Egyptian coastal-held town 
O aza.

Landmark To Be Lost? 


Editor Constitution: In Oxford near the cam- 
pus of Old Emory College there stands in simple 
and classic dignity an old wooden chapel- 
church. It is a landmark known and loved by 
Georgians as Old Church. This old church has 
seen 100 years and more of church history 
parade past its doors. It has seen years of war 
and years of peace. Such gre;t men as L. Q. C. 
Lamar, Judge Longstreet and Ignatius Few 
have labored here and great men and lesser 
have graduated here for it was in this church 
that graduations for Emory College were held 
prior to 1910. 

It is a beautiful ante bellum church standing 
in the midst of ancient trees and architecturally 
interesting from its louvered steeple where hangs 
its iron bell to its massive panelled twin doors. 
There are large and many-paned windows hung 
with enormous blinds. To the original structure 
wings have been added forming a cross. 

This is the old church referred to by Alfred 
M. Pierce in his recent book, “Giant Against 
the Sky.” In this book Bishop Candler is quoted 


as saying of Old Church and the ye “Tt 
answers to Georgia Methodists as Westminster 
Abby does to the English people.” Bishop Cand- 
ler thought “It ought to become the care of 
Georgia Methodists and be preserved through all 
time to’come.” In another place in the book 
Bishop Candler expresses the opinion that more 
great sermons have been delivered here than in 
any other building in Georgia. 

The church was dedicated on June 23, 1841 
and 100 years later Bishop Candler was buried 
from it on Sept. 27, 1941. 

Now Old Church is being offered for sale by 
the Town Council of Oxford. Why? A 99-year 
lease to Emory College expired in 1941 and the 
property reverted to the township of Oxford. 
The church again needs some work, for oe 
has been done since 1932, but the little town 
Oxford cannot repair it and keep it up. They 
would rather sell it than see it travel the long 
road to decay and dust. 

The deadline is Oct. 30. Won't someone savé 
Old Church? 

The Covington Chapter, UDC, which has 
members from all of Newton County, along with 
other clubs, especially the DAR, Womans Club 
and Garden Club, are putting forth a plea that 
Old Church be restored and kept as one ef 
Georgia’s historic buildings.

One-Party System In South Is Breaking 


WASHINGTON—The current breakaway from President Truman in the South almost certainly 
marks the beginning of the end of the one-party system which has dominated that section politi- 


cally since War Between the States Reconstruction days. 


In the words of one veteran Democratic 


United States Senator from the far South: “The Supreme Court knocked the main beam out from 
under the one-party structure when it compelled admission to Negroes to Democratic primaries and 
Mr. Truman’s civil rights faux pas set the whole shebang on fire” 


The motive of the oneparty system was 
“white supremacy” and from that standpoint its 
effectiveness certainly is on the wane. In vary- 
ing degree, Negroes now are voting in all South- 
ern States, and in half of them—Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina, Texas and Arkansas— 
there is very little obstacle to Negro voting that 
does not apply equally to white citizens. Geor- 
gia and Florida are approaching that status and 
in South Carolina, until recently the most re- 
strictive State of all, the system for exclusion 
of Negroes politically appears to have cracked 
wide open—35,000 of them voted for the first 
time in a Democratic primary last August. 


The three States in which Negroes still are 
mostly disfranchised are Mississippi, Alabama 
and Louisiana, but even in those the last-ditch 
white supremacy advocates are woefully la- 
menting that the “good old days” are almost 
gone. 


The most prophetic manifestation in the 
South right now may be the fact that the 
recently enfranchised Negroes almost all age 
for President Truman. On that account there 
is a clearly discernible tendency of whites 
not only to turn to either Dewey or Thur- 
mond this year but to consider the possible 
necessity of banding together to offset ¢on- 
centrations of Negro voting in future. 


But this change in status of the Negro is by 
no means the only factor working toward dis- 
solution of the one-party system. Beginning be- 
fore World War I there has occurred a great 
shift in Southern population. Large numbers 
of Negroes moved North to take industrial jobs 
that previously had gone to immigrants. And 
latterly there has been a great influx—of white 
population coming into Southern States—notably, 
ang Florida and North Carolina—from the 

orth. 


Reduction in number of Negroes, proportion- 
ate to whites, has lessened fear of Negro domi- 


nation. And the Northerners coming into the 
South are accustomed to the two-party system 
and many of them are Republicans. 

Most important of all, perhaps, economic con- 
ditions in the South have greatly improved. In 
place of an excess of Negro labor, there is a 
pressing demand for workers, Negro or white. 
Negroes have gravitated from farm to city, with 
a consequent greatly increased wage scale. By 
radio, moving pictures and other means, Southern 
people are being knit much more closely with 
other sections of the country. 

Talking to editors of a score of leading news- 
papers of the South, I did not find one who 
was not disgusted with the working of the one- 
party system and doing his level best to get 
rid of it. 

This desiré to smash the one-party system 
is one of the main reasons why a majority of 
big-city newspapers in the South are supporting 
Gov. Dewey. 


In common with most other Southern ele- 
ments, these newspapermen are bitterly re- 
sentful of President Truman’s proposal to 
exert Federal compulsion to end racial segz- 
regation and other discriminations against 
Negroes, as practiced in the South. 


But Southern editors also dislike the Dixie- 
crat movement, which The Atlanta Constitution 
characterizes as “a dead-end street... as harmful 
to the American two-party system as the Wal- 
lace third party.” 

The Dixiecrats, says The Constitution, should 
“adjourn as a fourth party of vanity and am- 
bition and say: ‘We want to defeat Harry Tru- 
man. Theréfore we will support Thomas. E. 
Dewey.’ ... Let us protect ourselves and the 
nation with the two-party system. Don’t throw 
away our vote. Make it count.” 

The one-party system may not die easily. 
It probably will be shaken off in some States 
before othérs, but its end is on the way.

While it may be true that the written and 
spoken words of our esteemed contemporary, 
Ralph McGill, of The Atlanta Constitution, “like 
so many nimble and airy servitors, trip about 
him at command,” as Milton once said of an 
ancient philosopher, his style is usually so crys- 
tal clear that one can at least understand what 
he is saying or writing.

Subsequently, his pores be- 
gin to bleed, and if he has been 
sufficiently exposed, he dies. 


FROM THESE facts, it is possi- 
ble to jump to all sorts of startling 
—and incorrect—conclusions. In- 
deed, an idea worthy of the most 
excitable writers of “science fic- 
tion” has been quite seriously dis- 
cussed. This scheme called for a 
sort of radioactive Maginot line 
across Western Europe, perhaps 
from northern Germany to the 
Alps, to prevent an advance of 
the Red Army to the West. 


For all sorts of reasons, the 
atomic energy experts consider 
this fantastic concept almost 
certainly impractical. But very 
serious attention is nevertheless 
being paid to the less spectacu- 
lar possibilities of radioactive 
defense. The object is, of course, 
to find some way to use this by- 
product of atomic fission to deny 
vital ground to an aggressor. 


If this object is achieved, the im- 
plications are obvious. The great- 
est weakness of the Red Army is 


_ |transport—during the last war the

on American-made trucks. Under 
any circumstances, in case of war, 
the task of transporting and sup- 
plying the Red Army from bases 
in distant Russia would be im- 
mensely difficult.
